Reported 
Trifling 


The amount of damage to cit- 


rus fruits in Los Angeles county 
from tlie recent cold spell is re- 
ported by .Deputy Horticultural 
Commissioner K. L. Wolff as be- 
ing apparently slight. In only a 
very limited number of cases has 
commercial injury been found. 
Many of the district horticultur- 
al inspectors have reported the 
•worst parts of their districts as 
showing no Injury. Loads of cull 
oranges arriving on the market 
have in several instances !>een 
found +,o contain fruits -which 
showed crystals when cut. In 
view of the fact that much of 
this fruit consisted of windfalls 
which had no douot been on the 
ground during the period of the 
cold temperatures it is net rep- 
resentative of. the general crop 
condition.

Hundreds of relatives of California citizens were no 


doubt disturbed by the accounts of the Imperial valley earth- 
quake printed in newspapers "back home." This concern is 
natural enough, but is based, not so much on exaggerated 
and untruthful news reports as upon the exaggerated news 
value placed upon the occurrences by eastern news editors, 
in the habit of headlining every disaster or near disaster that 
occurs outside of their own particular realm of circulation. 
That form of journalism is not confined to the east, however, 
as the same thing is done daily, or several times daily by 
the Los Angeles newspapers of the sensational school. 
It 


is a tit-for-tat policy that benefits nobody, and fools and 
disturbs only the tirnid and credulous. 


The middle west has its visitations of tornadoes, devas- 


tating and dangerous, but they are merely incidental, and 
do not disturb the business and economic balance of that 
region to any lasting degree. The northwest has its annual 
blizzards that take a toll of human lives, demoralize business 
temporarily, but which are looked upon by the inhabitants 
as a matter of course, expected visitations that are seasonal 
and common to the country. The New England coast is 
swept by icy gales that pile up shipping on the beaches, and 
great storms inland tie up rail traffic sometimes for several 
days every year. The Florida coast 1ms been visited by 
typhoons of terrible savagery at various times ever since the 
white man began to write history there. Every part of the 
country and the world is occasionally visited by what the 
law choose:; to term "acts of God over which man has no 
control." 
It takes a letter so long to come from the old home 


places the disaster spoken of in it has generally been for- 
gotten before it arrives. This country of the ^southland is 
so busy being prosperous and expanding its business it has 
little room in the consciousness in which to retain memory 
of these "acts of God." And the same is largely true of the 
rest of the United States. The disaster that is farthest away 
generally makes the biggest headlines.
